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Another Report of like Argument. 


N Caſtle Alley neere Broken wharfe in” 
Londos, there dwelt a witch called Anne 
Cerke ; who for her notorious miſchievous 
iccheries heereafter in brief de{cribcd, was 
raigned in London the 30. of November 
1599: before the right honorable the Lorde 
anderſon & other of her Maicſties luſtices, 
d then condemned , and execurcd at T y- 
wrne the 4. of December following. 

To let paſſe the Evidence ; that of long 
ime ſhe had ben ſuſpected for a witch; [I 
will (ct downe the ſumme of th'other evi- 
dences giuen in againſt her, 

Firſt, this witch falling out with a woman 
in the ſtreete, {aid ſhe would bee meere with 
her, or hers, Wherevpon the woman goin 
home and fitting by the firc with her chil 
in her lap , it gaue a great skreeke , and was 
ſuddenly changed; and after that continual- 
ly pined away nll ut dycd. | 

After wholc death , herother child going 
vp BreaFtreet Fill, met with this witch;who 
asked her how her later did. But before ſhe 
could make anſwer, ſhe was ſtricken downe 
In a very ſtrange maner ; her mouth beeing 
drawne aſide like a purſe, her teerh gnaſhing 
ppgcather, her mouth foming , and her eves

call thcm;) who rold him, that the cauſer of 
| his childes rorments was one that was con- 
verſant in his houlc: and(after promiſe made 
of not revealing the partic) he Grand him in 
a glaſſe this witch, e Anne Kerke. Aﬀer this, 
this man the Father of the childe, met this 
witch comming out of his neighbours dore, 
and making ſtay till ſhe was gon, tolde his 
neighbour that ſhe was a witch, and thar ſhe 
had bzwitched his childe to death. Where= 
ypon he going home, fell lick and dyed. 
Beſides all theſe , among other miſchicfes 
don by Sarans inſt:ument in the houſe of 
one M, Nayler dwelling in Thames ſtreer 
neere Broken wharf, the rormcred his ſonne 
George in ſuch grievous maner that he dyed.
